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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, the only independent claim is vague and indefinite for the following reasons. 
Line 1 in claim 1 defines a "first stack". Line 3 in the claim defines a term, "a second 
stack". The claim is vague and indefinite since it is not known just what is"stacked". It is 
not clear just what the stack comprises. Does it comprise electrodes? Does it comprise 
plates? Are the individual elements in the stack insulated from each other? From the 
present claim description it is not clear just what the stacks comprise and how they 
generate acoustical energy. Correction is required before the claims can be properly 
searched and examined in light of prior art. It is not clear how a temperature gradient is 
generated between the first and the second stacks since it is not clear just what 
generates the temperature. It is not clear just how the standing and traveling waves 
generate temperature since the proper structure and description of the individual 
elements and how they interact with each other, has been made clear. One of ordinary 
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skill in the art would not know how to make and use the same, given the present claim 
description.
